teen and two thirds mouths during whieh 
it bis been in oper ion up to Nov 30th, 
1550, you are rcferied to the reports of 
the Medte J Supermtcundent, M ition and 
Stes ud accompanying the report of the 
Trustecs 

The report of the Medie d Supenintend- 
ent shows that fifty-two paheuts hue 
been received and tre ited dunng the pe- 
riod above nimed = ‘Twenty-one of these 
were fransferred from the Hospital for 
the Insane at St Peters and fiom the 
Lincoln Huspital, where they bid been 
kept under contrict The romiumnog 
thirty-one pihients have been received 
undi the law from the vanous counties 
Twenty-bve of the whole number were 
chrome cases of more thi two yous 
standing yet thereport shows that about 
twenty per cent of the whole number 
treated since the Hospit Ud was est rblish 
ed have beeu discharged as Sully recos- 
ered This result mdiertes that rbout 
hity per cent of all who rerenved treat- 
ment in the euly stages of Insinity re- 
cover, and proves the ibsolnte obligation 
of the people to provide speedy and ade- 
quite iecummo lations for the treatment 
of tlus unfortunate class The report also 
shows that the erige weekly per capita 
cust for maintenance and clothing of pa- 
tients, including the boud of ofhcers 
and employees, has been but $138 15

Ibis a subject of regret that many of 
the countes, md some of these lage 
ones, have made no repoits whatever of 
the schoo] statistics and accounts, and 
others have made very mcomplete ones 
‘The causes of this are largely found in 
the present defective laws, and often, no 
doubt, ın the hnt placed upon the pay 
of County Superintendents 

Fiom the reports received and careful 
estimates made of the 1em under, 1t 1s 
concluded that not less than $200,000 
have been eapended for schools within 
the year, and the amonat must rapidly 
increase with our present growth 

‘Yhis interest 1s great enough nhancial- 
ly, as well as otherwise, to attrict your 
interest and earcful consideration The 
territory cin so shipe and perfect rts 
school system ^s to necd httle changes 
when statehood comes, and the better 
the adjustment now, the easier will be 
the duty then, when other subjects will 
piess for attention 

The question of providing for 2 teri- 
ton] board of education will soon have 
to be met in order to carry out to its Jegi- 
timate results the system pioposed in 
the tble1 eport of Superintendent Smart, 
from which I have quoted, and to wluch 
your attention isespecinily called 

I am inelined to the opinion 
however, thit with proper sid 
andsupport by the wr of judicious 
amendments to our school laws, th it the 
Territorial Superintendent of Pubue In- 
struction will be able to so improve om 
present school system, that the Ednea- 
tional Board may be dispensed with for 
the present 

The saluy of the Superintendent, 
which 15 but fifty doll ns per month, or 
sta Lundied dollars a vear, seems to me 
altogether disproportionate to the m- 
creasing duties and responsibilities of 
this import mt ofhee

We now have two (2) pupus in that In- 
stitution, ad there ue several other ap- 
pheations for admission now pending I 
am advised that in Institution for the 
education of de uf mutes has recently been 
established wathin our own borders at 
Siony Falle wmd that an appheation wilt 
be made by this Legislature 101 md in 
seme form In view therefore of the m- 
creasing number of this unfortunate 
class, equinug nid, 1 recommend that 
the Jiw beso changed that an mgements 
can be mide for the support ot de u mutes 
with any propo and ie ison ble Institu- 
tion in the Tennlory, unless it should 
be thought advasible to eslablish a Fer- 
ntonl Institution fur th it purpose, 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


Y mhion having been the Imgest aty 
has been the seit of government since 
the Lerntory wis orgumzed The recent 
rem uh ible developments in the central 
and nathan portions of the 'Pentory, 
seems to haye moused the aspir ttions of 
the people m othe: giowimg towns to 
secure the pital, which may bimg the 
subject of pubhe bmldings prominently 
before the Legislature 

It occms to me that there ue two pric- 
tical methods to secure the neeessary 
buildings without ultimate cost to the 
Terntory Onc would be to adopt the 
Nebiaska plin of secming a quantity 
of land m on central and 
accessible location, and dispose of 
the excess alte: laying out the pubhe 
grounds, for a sufficient amount to repa 
the cost of the pubhe buildings The 
other plan wonld involve receiving pio- 
positions from surtable localities for fur- 
mashing proper capitol btuldings wifhout 
cost to the ferntory 

I do not think 1t would be advisable to 
take decided action upon this important 
matter at the present session, unless re- 
hnble guarantees are offered that some 
town or county wall finish smtable cap- 
itol buildings before the mectiwg of nn- 
other legislative session 

With the exception of furnishing ade- 
qnate necommodntions for the safe keep- 
ing of Territorial prisoners, and for the 
comfortable care and treatment of the 
insane,I feel constrained to advise against 
any extinordinany expenditure for pub- 
he buildings for the present

Trom recent inquiry atthe war depart 
ment J hnd that the tenatory s quota of 
arms hes been largely overdrawn, vet 
under joint resolufions of congress, p- 
sroved July 3d, 1870, March dd, 1977, and 
M Ly ioth, J879, I can secme for ternto- 
nal use two thous nd rifles, one hundred 
thousind cuindges ind probibly other 
accoutiements, by vang security that 
the arms shall be sifely kept we proper- 
ly accounted for 

Inform ition from many scetions of the 
terntory leads me to believe that the 
people me wiling tosustan two or three 
regiments of volunteer terntorial romtia, 
and I have veeewved communications 
from ofras of independent organiza- 
tions, nnd from officers ind soldicis who 
bave served an the nnion army strongly 
mging that the mihtrı law should be 
put in Joice 

In order to make the present Jaw cf- 
fective, I would recommend that amend- 
ments be ma le which would mike 2t con- 
torm somewhat to the Iowa law ior sus- 
taming an ictive volunteer militia ‘The 
expense for amores tor the nse of each 
comp uy might be himited to fiity qol- 
lars a yem, Which sum, af insnihcent on 
some localities, would, without doubt, 
be mcreused to the necessary 
amount by the company And 
instead of reqnuing the regiments to 
muster asa prigide, provision could be 
made for annual regimental musti rs 

It three regiments were provided for, 
the companies could be iccepted with + 
miniwoum oumber of forty men cach, se 
loc ited thit one regiment could be mus- 
tered in Southern Dikota, one m the 
Blach Lis and onein Northern Dakota 

Tt ma} be objected that the apniopni- 
ations necessary to secure a smil active 
force, upon the [ow plin, would inere ise 
the rite of taxation, but I am of the 
opimion thit the luge anecreise im the 
taxible property of the Teiutory will 
produce ample revenue at the present 
rate of Ter:itorial tixition to meet this 
expenditure 

While Ido not apprehend iy imme- 
diate trouble with the large number of 
Indiins located permanently within our 
bordeis, 1t seems to me but the part of 
wisdom to place ourselves in a position 
where thé Executive authority could 
have some force at command to repel 
outbreaks upon our borders, and to pie- 
serve the peice whenever the avl power 
is mmadeqnate 


IMMIGRATION —MINING AND AGRICULTURE 


I am not advised of the reasons which 
induced the legisliture to tbolish the 
Bureau of Immigration wt a time when 
it would seem thit the true interests of 
the Teintory demanded that reb ible m- 
formation in regard to the resources of 
Dakota, should be fvrmshed to immi 
grants from the old world, as well as to 
our own countismen seeking western 
homes 

The agricultural wad mineral develop- 
ments of the territory have arrived at 
that et ize, where some intelligent action 
should be tahen to aequamt other sec- 
tions with the successful methods em- 
ployed m these thriving interests 

I, therefore, suggest the propriety of 
cre ttmg 1 Borrd of three Commissioners, 
to be known a8 “the Board of Immuigra- 
tion, Mining and Agnculture,” to be 
composed of one person loc ited in South- 
ern Dakota, whose cxperience aud quah- 
fications would fit him to prepare statis- 
tical inform ition which would be usetul 
to settlers, one member of the Board to 
be located at the Black Hills, whose 
hoowledge and experience in mining 
would enable him to prepare for pub- 
lication and arstribution reliible st- 
tistigil information in regard to mın- 
lng aud the mineral resources of the Ter- 
ritory including the regions supposed to 
contam coal beds, the other member of 
the Bord to be located 10 Northern Da- 
hota, whose piretical eaperience and fd- 
ucation would ft him to prepre for pub- 
heaton and distribution 1eliible statis- 
fics m regard to the quahty of the sou 
and its caprcity for producing cereals, 
ordinuy tarm products andits adapta- 
bilty for stoch-rasing—giving specihe 
informition m regard to the localities 
best idapted to the diflerent classes of 
agiicultural deyelopments 

The Board should have authority to 
employ « Secretary, and to hold at least

the enactments of her legislature m the 
hifty-hve Jocal newspapers that have 
found afoot hold within her borders 
and to whose labors she as largely 
indebted ior he: unprecedented settle- 
ment and development

PUBLISHING THE LAWS 


Grint County Review 

Wee pleased to observe thata number 
of our newspaper brethren in the terii- 
tory are agitating the subject of the pub- 
lication of the laws in the newspapers 
‘This ig ay importimi matter and an the 
brief sine of time Jeft we hope the press 
generally througbout the territory will 
urge upon tho legislature the 1mportanee 
of the subject The only generil way 
by winch the people at large can have an 
opportunity of becoming informed of 
the laws to which they are amen ble is 
by having them published m the maa- 
ner above indicated The people hase 
to pay to: the enactment of the laws, are 
amenable to them, and should have an 
opportunity of huowing what they aro 
‘The law presumes that every person ag 
acquainted with its piovisions, and ex- 
euses none for ignorance of the same itn- 
asmuch as at present only territori and 
county ofbcets aie furpished with prot- 
ed copies of the laws, ıt often works 
hardship to individutls who cannot well 
know the provisions of the later laws and 
amendments that the legislatuie may 
enact Furthei thau this, it requnes 
several months tor the pubheation of 
the laws ın book form, and county of- 
ceis, justices of the peace, and others ne 
at a great loss to know how ito proceed in 
important mattcrs coming before them 
By publisinng tho Jaws im tlie newspa- 
pers immediately upon the adjournment 
of the legislature, these officeis are un- 
abled to proceed much more intelligent- 
ly ın their duties The states of Minyue- 
sota and Wisconsin pay the newspapers 
fifteen cents a foho for pubhshing the 
taws, and Dakota would do well to adopt 
theplan Wesuggest that it would bea 
good plan for each of our newspaper 
brethren to wnte to their legislative 1ep- 
resentatives upon this matter 
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northwest, as apphed to the group of 
states naturiliy tributary to Chicago,has 
acquired a new signilicance The cir- 
cumstances of tride and progress, not 
the conxcmence of geographers, nor the 
unpulse of cea feehug, made the 
new division and gave to it a distinct 
and marked individuality Lhe mate-
